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One of the strange 
social phenomena of 
our day is the case 
of “the Vanishing 
Irish.” By emigra- 
tion and because of 
a diminishing birth- 
rate, the population 
of southern Ireland 
has dwindled from 
between six and sev- 
en millions (100 
years ago) to some- 
thing under three 
millions at the pres- 
ent time. The emi- 
gration can easily be explained by economic 
factors. But in rock-ribbed Roman Catholic 
Ireland, how does the birthrate happen to 
be going down? Such is not the case in 
other Catholic lands. 

In a recent issue of Life Magazine 
(March 16, 1953), Irish author Sean 
O’Faolain, himself a Roman Catholic, 
points to some of the factors which have 
contributed to the Irish disappearing act in 
a whimsical article, “Love Among the 
Irish.” Interestingly enough, he puts most 
of the blame on the Catholic Church itself. 

O’Faolain recognizes, of course, certain 
social - economic conditions, such as the 
stubbornness of Irish parents who refuse to 
die and to pass on their patrimony to their 
hard-working sons, thus forcing them to 
marry later in life. But he refuses to accept 
glib explanations like that of Arland Ussh- 
er, who states (in The Face and Mind of 
lveland) that Irishmen have hardly enough 
sex to perpetuate their own cantankerous 
species! While inadequate housing and 
poor living conditions in rural areas un- 
doubtedly serve as a deterrent to marriage, 
O'Faolain discounts poverty as a major 
cause of the decline in population. The fact 
is that when most Irishmen 100 years ago 
were living on the lowest subsistence level, 
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57 percent of the young people normally 
got married between the ages of 23 and 
34. Today, with an incomparably higher— 
albeit not yet high enough—standard of 
living, only 25 percent marry before the 
age of 34! There must be a more satisfac- 
tory explanation for this phenomenon, he 
concludes, and that explanation is found 
principally in the celibacy and censorship 
which are by-products of Roman Catholic 
control. 

Here are the constituent factors of O’Fao- 
lain’s indictment: 

(1) No form of birth control is per- 
mitted by Church or by state—even the 
“rhythm’’ method is frowned upon. The 
prospect of marriage thus imposes a heavy 
economic burden on the average Irish 
swain. 

(2) No divorce is permitted—an added 
deterrent, O’Faolain believes (although he 
does not advocate relaxation of laws for- 
bidding divorce). 

(3) Social services are not generous in 
Ireland. One scheme for providing free 
pre- and post-natal medical care for moth- 
ers and children, introduced by the minis- 
ter of health in 1951, was condemned by 
the Catholic hierarchy and “the govern- 
ment obeyed without question.” 

(4) The “Victorian Puritanism’ and 
“sexual frigidity” into which the Irishmen 
have been conditiond by generations of 
taboos and false prudery, the author feels, 
must be blamed on the Catholic Church, 
although the promotion of such conditions 
has not been conscious and deliberate. “It 
has been fostered, most unhappily, because 
the young people will not marry young, 
and the clergy fear that the result must be 
a relaxation of sexual morality.’”” Thus the 
stage is set for the Church to thunder 
against the dangers of sex in every form. 

“Since my boyhood,” says O’Faolain, “‘I 
have heard my elders fulminating about 
company keeping, night courting, dancing 
at the crossroads, V-necks, silk stockings, 
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late dances, drinking at dances, mixed bath- 
ing, advertisements for feminine under- 
wear, jitterbugging, girls who take part in 
immodest sports (such as jumping or hurd- 
ling), English and American books and 
magazines, short frocks, Bikinis, cycling 
shorts and even waltzing, which I have 
heard elegantly described as ‘belly to belly 
dancing.’ Perhaps the most extreme ex- 
ample of this kind of thing was to hear 
woman described from a pulpit to a mixed 
congregation as ‘the unclean vessel.’ ” 

The natural result of such an unhealthy 
attitude towards sex, he suggests, is that 
the young men are obedient to clerical ad- 
vice up to the point of marriage—at which 
they balk, because they are “inevitably con- 
ditioned into a frustrated terror of wo- 
man.” 

(5) Last, but not least, is the sweeping 
—and often stupid—censorship of books 
and publications imposed by an Irish Cen- 
sorship Board, whose activities are wrapped 
in secrecy and from whose condemnation 
there is no appeal to the courts of law. The 
150-page official register of banned books 
and periodicals is an honor roll in which 
the name of “almost every single Irish writ- 
er of note, some for one book, some for 
several,” is included. George Bernard 
Shaw, William Faulkner, Hervey Allen, 
Graham Greene, F. Scott Fitzgerald, Eric 
Linklater, Ernest Hemingway, Erskine 
Caldwell, Thomas Wolfe, John Dos Pas- 
sos, Somerset Maugham, Anatole France, 
John Steinbeck, George Moore, Sinclair 
Lewis . ... and thousands of other authors 
of distinction grace its pages. 

Even more shocking is the exclusion, by 
timid local librarians who fear the protests 
of “any old woman, of either sex,” of such 
classics as: Thomas Hardy’s Tess of the 
D'Urbervilles, Dostoevski’s Crime and 
Punishment, Tolstoi’s Anna Karenina, Vic- 
tor Hugo’s The Hunchback of Notre Dame, 
Willa Cather’s Death Comes for the Arch- 
bishop, and the complete works of John 
Galsworthy! 

We assume, also, that the King James 
edition of the Holy Bible is banned. 

Given these facts, how is it possible for 
modern Irish young people to cultivate a 
normal attitude towards life and marriage? 
So stodgy is the atmosphere of Eire that 
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some time ago a priest objected to a per. 
formance of Othello! And one novel, 
banned as indecent, was written over a 
name by the — editor of The Catho. 
lic Herald—a discovery which caused be. 
lated embarrassment among the censors! 

Catholic O’Faolain’s solution — more 
wine, romance and social service combined 
with less prudery and witch-hunting—ma 
have its appealing points, but it is hardly 
tenable from the standpoint of Christian 
ethics. There is no question, however, but 
that southern Ireland has for a long time 
needed something more than mere political 
independence from England. She can no 
longer blame John Bull for everything. She 
needs a new breath of freedom—a libera- 
tion of the spirit—that she can never en- 
joy under Romanist domination. 

May we remind the good Irish folk that 
only in Jesus Christ, not as He is camov- 
flaged by the Church of Rome but as He is 
understood in the gospel, can a man—or a 
nation—experience the real maturity of a 
free spirit. Forcing a whole nation into 
cold storage is not the answer. God wants 
us to be “én” but not of the world. The 
love-bought bondslave of Jesus Christ is 
the freest man on earth. For when “‘the Son 
shall make you free, ye shall be free in- 
deed.” 

We urge the Irish to step out of their 
Romanist convent and into a mature evan- 
gelical relationship with Christ. 


Favorite argument

Naturally, therefore, America Magazine 
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gazine 


(a Jesuit publication) of June 13 pounced 
upon a recent survey by New York Times 
Education Editor Benjamin Fine (N. Y. 
Times, June 1, 1953) of parochial educa- 
tion in New York City as a springboard 
from which to launch its song and dance 
about money saved, etc. The 438 Catholic 
schools in the diocese of New York and 
Brooklyn are currently educating 25 per- 
cent of the city’s total of 1.2 million school 
children, and are launched on a tremendous 
program of expansion. 

But do Catholic schools really save the 
public money ? 

This is our answer: 


(1) If Catholic educators (like Protes- 
tant groups) would be content to develop 
their parochial school system without un- 
dermining and opposing the public school 
system, no one would begrudge them their 
constitutional right. However, it can be 
demonstrated (in accordance with papal 
pronouncements condemning “public” or 
“neutral” education) that the Roman Cath- 
olic Church avails itself of every oppor- 
tunity to discredit and otherwise undermine 
the American public schools. (See in this 
issue, “God and Caesar in the American 
Schools,” and ‘Boring from Within,” in 
Eyes of the World.) 


(2) Catholic schools save the public 
money only as long as they remain privately 
financed. The principle espoused by Cath- 
olic educators and hierarchy (i.e. public 
subsidy of private schools of all sects on a 
non-discriminatory basis) would prove far 
more costly than our present public educa- 
tion system. In the Netherlands, where 
publicly financed parochial schools (of all 
denominations) have gradually replaced 
the “neutral” public schools, costs to the 
people have risen disproportionately be- 
cause of the resultant inefficiency and over- 
lapping. 

“OF late years,” states the Encyclo- 
pedia Britannica (Vol. 7, p. 1003), 
“there has been acute strife concerning 
the demand of religious bodies to main- 
tain denominational schools wholly sup- 
ported by the State, ending in the Act 
of 1920 which conceded the demand. 
The result, according to P. A. Diels, was 
to duplicate schools by denomination, 
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with a frequent loss of efficiency, and to 

add to the expense incurred by the State. 

An outcry for economy followed, and 

teachers’ salaries were lowered, while 

the size of classes, reduced under the 

Act of 1920, was again increased.” 

(3) Public support of Catholic schools 
could prove to be the nation’s most costly 
blunder of history. As one prominent edu- 
cator has suggested, it would be social sui- 
cide. This is true only because the Roman 
Catholic Church is more than a purely re- 
ligious association—it is a political body, 
organized to achieve political goals and to 
impose a pattern of political control estab- 
lished by a foreign political power. 

Insofar as it is possible, the Roman 
Catholic Church seeks for the same politi- 
cal control in the United States that it ex- 
ercises in Italy, Spain, Colombia, Quebec 
and everywhere, through the organization 
of Catholic labor groups, Catholic profes- 
sional and veterans’ societies, Catholic po- 
litical parties, etc. These groups and Ro- 
man Catholic individuals are committed to 
carry out the program of Catholic political 
action as taught in the Catholic parochial 
schools of America and elsewhere. 

This platform includes the following 
doctrines: 

(a) Separation of Church and State is a 
damnable heresy of liberalism and may be 
temporarily tolerated but never endorsed. 

(b) The authority of the Roman Catho- 
lic Church in things spiritual and temporal 
is superior to that of any other society, in- 
cluding civil governments. 

(c) The authority of the Pope of Rome 
is superior to that of all other princes, rul- 
ers and potentates. 

(d) Civil laws are binding on the Catho- 
lic conscience only when they are not super- 
seded by divine (i.e. Roman Catholic Can- 
on) law. 

(e) The Pope has authority to release 
Catholic consciences from any civil oaths 
or allegiances should he so desire, and to 
place an entire nation under papal inter- 
dict, should it so please His Holiness. 


(f) Every Catholic in public office is re- 
quired to execute his duties in accordance 
with Catholic doctrine and injunction. 
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Thus his allegiance to the Pope must super- 
sede his loyalty to country. 

Any policies or legislation that would 
use public funds to propagate among 
Americans of any religion a political phil- 
osophy espoused by such an anti-democrat- 
ic Organization as is the Church of Rome 
could indeed be considered as acts of so- 
cial suicide, and would prove to be the 
nation’s most costly and ruinous invest- 
ment. 


st Posttive It is gratifying to 
reflected in the 
leading evangelical 
magazines of the na- 
tion a growing aware- 
ness of the political 
and theological issues 
that plague this gen- 
eration of Protestants 
in America. The in- 
roads of Romanist 
thought and political 
action have long been 
noted and decried by 
the more perspicacious 
of Protestant leaders. 
But lacking the first-hand experience with 
the forces of Romanism which Protestants 
in other less-favored lands have of neces- 
sity acquired, the evangelical ministry of 
America, by and large, has been far more 
afraid of bigotry than of popery. 

As a consequence, today, when for the 
first time in United States history Roman 
Catholicism has attained a strength that 
can seriously threaten the primacy of the 
gospel and of the American way of life, we 
find the great mass of Protestant people 
completely ignorant of the issues and un- 
willing to listen to the anti-Romanist 
“alarmists” lest they be accused of un- 
Christian intolerance or bigotry! 

We repeat, therefore, that it is gratify- 
ing to see the leading magazines of the 
Protestant faith beginning to give expres- 
sion to the dangers with which the current 
situation is fraught. One of these is the 
Methodist monthly, THE CHRISTIAN AD- 
vocaTE. In an editorial which may have 
been inspired by the editor’s recent visit to 
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Mexico—where the true nature of Roman 
Catholicism is far more devastatingly ap. 
parent than in this Protestant land—the 
magazine deplores the ‘“‘all-too-common” 
conception of the Protestant religion as 
“Anti-Catholicism’” and attempts to set 
forth the affirmative character of the faith 
as defined in five primary principles of 
Protestantism. 


As a theological credo the statement is 
keen and penetrating. It reveals a desire to 
be concerned with the fundamentals rather 
than with the externals of the Catholic. 
Protestant tensions in the world today. It 
puts the finger accurately on the concepts 
which have vitalized the religious world 
since the Reformation, and it does so ina 
convincing manner. The Protestant princi- 
ples are these: 


(1) The priesthood of all believers. 
Catholicism teaches that man cannot find 
the way to God except as the church shall 
aid him. Protestants maintain that the sin- 
ner needs no intermediary other than Christ 
Himself. The help of the church is not in- 
dispensable. His need for pardon drives 
the sinner directly into the arms of God. 
And when he is pardoned, he in turn be- 
comes a priest for others, pointing them to 
the “Lamb of God which taketh away the 
sin of the world.” 


(2) Justification by faith. The Reforma 
tion saw the rediscovery of this New Testa- 
ment doctrine. “By grace are ye saved 
through faith.” No authoritarian church 
can do this for a man. It is a personal af- 
fair. The editorial points out: 


‘Fortunate are we that, though the 
Reformation had its negative and nec- 
essary aspects of protest (such as the 
denial of transubstantiation, the disa- 
vowal of worship of the Virgin Mary, 
and the condemnation of the Mass as 
superstitious and idolatrous), _ there 
were positive contributions. Anti-Catho- 
licism was not all, and it cannot explain 
what happened in the minds and hearts 
of the Reformers. They sensed the te- 
ligious needs of the times, and they saw 
that nothing less than the experience 
that produced Peter’s confession and 
Paul’s transformation would suffice. 
And we would do well, in these days, 
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to make more of this rediscovery of 
justification by grace through faith.” 


(3) Primacy of the Scriptures, Catholics 
believe in the Bible, they affirm. Yet our 
doctrine is far different from even the in- 
errancy of the Bible to which Catholic 
theologian Thomas Aquinas clung. The 
difference between Catholics and Protes- 
tants at this point is that we believe the 
Bible to be sufficient with no light beyond 
God's grace and the enlightened conscience 
of the earnest reader to lead a man into a 
knowledge of God's truth. The Scriptures 
to the Catholics must be interpreted by the 
tradition of the church. To us, the Bible 
alone is the rule of faith and practice, “a 
laboratory guide for lives that are full of 
problems.” 


(4) Religious freedom. This concept— 
that an individual is obliged to seek God 
according to the dictates of his own con- 
science (without external coercion), and 
that he may not be obliged to do otherwise 
—is a doctrine essentially repugnant to the 
Catholic idea of a unified and authoritarian 
church. The nearest thing to religious lib- 
erty that the Catholic can come is a “toler- 
ance” of the status quo when conditions are 
irremediable. The “insistence of religious 
freedom has long been a belief of Protes- 
tantism,”” says the Christian Advocate, ‘de- 
spite the growing pains of the movement, 
as evidenced by John Calvin's strict limits 
on free inquiry and individualism. Protes- 
tants have had to learn the disciplines of 
freedom, the values of diversity in unity, 
but Catholics have never learned this, as is 
evident from the treatment of Protestants 
in countries where Roman Catholicism is 
dominant.” 


(5) Christian vocation. Throughout the 
centuries, Roman Catholicism has tried to 
distinguish between the sacred and the 
secular. A pope can be “infallible” when 
speaking ¢x-cathedra, but not so at other 
times. A priest can be “holy” in the pulpit 
and a scoundrel outside. A layman can 
shatter every commandment in the books 
as long as he complies with the sacramen- 
talism of his faith. There is a sharp dis- 
tinction, also, between the clergy (who 
teally comprise the Catholic Church) and 
the laity (who can better be classed as 
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“adherents”. Protestants know that these 
distinctions are false and that there can be 
no such hard-and-fast demarcation between 
the sacred and the secular. ‘“The sacred 
must dominate the secular and transform it 
until all of life is lived as a gift of God.” 
That this is a goal not always fully realized 
in the lives of Protestants does not alter 
the case. It is essential to the gospel. And 
it is a variant manifestation of the univer- 
sal priesthood of believers. 


We believe that “by your fruits ye shall 
know them,” and that therefore, in order 
to call attention to the erroneous roots, it 
is frequently necessary to “protest” and to 
deplore the fruits of the Roman Catholic 
theology as well as to disagree with the 
basic doctrines themselves. Nevertheless, 
we heartily concur with the editor of the 
Christian Advocate in his excellent state- 
ment of Protestant tenets and pray that the 
positive gospel which has been committed 
to us will continue through the ministry of 
Protestants everywhere to grip men’s souls. 

These are days that demand a clear in- 
sight, a deep faith, and a passionate devo- 
tion to Christ Himself. 


Where rere the 30 Wtillion 
Catholics in pAbmenrica?

1953. 

We challenge the Roman Catholic 
Church to produce those 30 million Catho- 
lics! 

The statistics of the Official Directory 
are half fact and half wishful thinking; 


and no one knows it so well as the hier- 
archy. 
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Purposes behind the publication of such 
statistics are these: (1) to impress the pub- 


lic and to attract the interest of those who’ 


like to “follow the crowd;” (2) to 
strengthen the confidence in the church of 
the millions of “touchy’’ Catholics who are 
ready at the drop of a hat to desert the 
fold; (3) to impress the Vatican with the 
mumerical strength of American Catholi- 
cism; and (4) to insure the respect of poli- 
ticians who want to win elections. 

But the statistics themselves are to a 
large extent meaningless. 


Protestant church bodies (synods, pres- 
byteries, conventions, etc.) usually set up 
commissions whose function it is to review 
the minutes of meetings and the statistical 
reports of each congregation. These re- 
ports, after having been reviewed, are 
passed on to higher ecclesiastical bodies. 
They are therefore relatively accurate. 

The Catholic Church has no such com- 
missions. If the parish priest is lazy, or 
rushed for time, he just passes on to the 
Diocesan Chancery a copy of his statistical 
report from last year, adding a few num- 
bers here and there, perhaps, to make it 
look better. There is no check other than 
his conscience and that of the bishop. 


“Ministerial hyperbole” is a proverbial 
synonym for gross exaggeration. One Cath- 
olic cleric, writing on ““ How Many Cath- 
olics Actually Go to Mass?’’, candidly hint- 
ed at this very human error in the follow- 
ing paragraph (America, April 12, 1952): 

‘As one who has spent much of his 
life thinking of or handling or being 
responsible for crowds, I early learned 
one truth: it is very easy to overestimate 

a crowd. ‘By police estimate there were 

40,000 — who saw the parade,’ re- 

ports the daily papers. Forty thousand 

are a lot of people. Yet local and civic 
pride can make 20,000 sound twice that 
size. On the other hand, if a Demo- 
cratic paper is reporting a Republican 
demonstration, 40,000 sounds much 
more comforting than the 55,361 who 
actually came . . . ‘We had at least 

15,000 for our rally.’ Wonderful, if 

true. But of 10,000 programs printed 

for free distribution and given out lav- 
ishly some 2,000 still remain.” 
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We suspect that the same ae ap- 
ply to the gathering of Catholic statistics! 

And so we challenge the Roman Catho. 
lic Church to produce 30 million Catholics 
in America! The figure is nothing more 
than a well-intentioned guess on the part 
of the compilers of the Official Directory, 

How do they arrive at these figures? Ac. 
cording to canonical theology, a Catholic 
is one who accepts the total Catholic faith 
and practices it. “If you see nothing wrong 
in birth control you are not a Catholic,” 
thunder the papal encyclicals. “If you send 
your children to neutral (i.e. public) 
schools you are not a Catholic.” If your 
mame is Feeney and you stubbornly insist 
that under no conditions whatsoever can 
there be any salvation outside the Catholic 
church, you are excommunicated. You are 
no longer a Catholic. You have rejected a 
part of the church’s dogma (and therefore 
authority). Out you go! Catholics must be 
all, or nothing. 

And yet, here are some of the techniques 
of a Roman Catholic census: 

1) Every child baptized in the Roman 
Catholic church is counted. The infant's 
subsequent life, career or convictions, make 
no difference. He was baptized a Catholic, 
a Catholic he will remain. Certainly he 
counts to swell the total! Even the still- 
born infants, if baptized, figure on the 
rolls, although they would usually be tal- 
lied also in the necrology. 

2) All the heretics must be counted. Un- 
less they have been formally excommuni- 
cated, all of the ex-priests who have passed 
through the halls of Christ's Mission are 
included. They may not be fit to get into 
heaven, but they must be counted in the 
census! They are still on the rolls. So are 
the hundreds of thousands of lay converts 
to the evangelical faith. Much ado is made 
over the alleged 100,000 annual adult bap- 
tisms of converts to Catholicism (many of 
whom are simply unconvinced spouses of 
the faithful). But the clergy fails to men- 
tion that conversion is a two-way street. 
And while complete statistics are not avail- 
able, conservative estimates show that at 
least as many Romanists become Protestants 
annually as vice versa. (See the CONVERT- 
ED CATHOLIC Magazine, May, 1953, p. 
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145, Schlichter, “Roman Catholic Gains 
and Losses from Conversion.’’) 


3) Also included on the rosters of Rome 
are the millions of “indifferent’’ Catholics. 
These people, it must be recognized, are 
Americans at heart. They refuse to be bull- 
dozed into anything. They were baptized 
Catholics and so they are still carried on 
the rolls, but they rarely, if ever, go to 
Mass; they send their children to public 
schools; and their religion means little 
more to them than a square to be checked 
on the census sheet. 

In many years of dealing with Catholics, 
we have found that out of every ten nom- 
inal ‘‘Catholics,”” at least seven openly ob- 
ject to many of the church’s teachings, are 
anti-clerical, and refuse to be branded as 
100% Catholic. Of the remaining 30%, 
two-thirds are usually in complete igno- 
rance as to what the Roman Church actual- 
ly teaches, and only one in ten is an edu- 
cated and convinced Romanist. 

4) And what about the floating Catholic 
populations? Part of the increase reported 
in this year’s official directory, for example, 
are the 107,000 new Catholics in the arch- 
diocese of Los Angeles. What the Roman 
statisticians fail to note is the fact that in 
all probability these 107,000 Catholics are 
also still enrolled back in their home par- 
ishes in Kansas, Iowa and Illinois! Protes- 
tant churches demand letters of transfer or 
dismissal from Christians who desire to 
transfer their membership. But the Catho- 
lic Church doesn’t bother with such for- 
malities. So no one knows in how many 
parishes a foot-loose Catholic can be listed! 

5) Parties to mixed marriages are usual- 
ly included in the statistical report. The 
Catholic party to a mixed marriage re- 
mains on the rolls regardless of his or her 
future religious affiliation. And sometimes 
the non-Catholic party who has signed the 
mixed marriage contract—even though it 
may mean nothing to him—is added to the 
Catholic roster. 

6) Former Catholics who neglect to get 
buried by a Catholic priest or are laid away 
by some Protestant heretic are not technical- 
ly “dead”—they are still on the rolls of 
the church! 

Such are many of the alleged 30 million 
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Catholics claimed by the Roman Church in 
America. 

In fact, we sometimes wonder if there 
are more than a relative handful of true 
Roman Catholics in this country. We have 
met very few. At least 90% of the Catholic 
— are kept in ignorance of the true 
teachings of the Roman Church. It is our 
guess that less than 50% believe in papal 
infallibility as taught by Rome; less than 
50% practice Confession (and scarcely 5% 
of these confessions are valid because, as 
any priest can testify, American Catholics 
are extremely reluctant to bare their souls 
to any man and are usually content to make 
a superficial confession that canonically 
does not merit absolution) ; probably 75% 
or more believe in the separation of Church 
and State (condemned by Rome); and 
90% believe in democracy (also condemn- 
ed, although tolerated by Rome). These 
are Our Own impressions, derived from over 
25 years of conversations with Catholics 
up and down the continent. 

But probably we should let a Catholic 
speak for us. Here are some striking figures 
disclosed by a Jesuit priest, the Rev. Jo- 
seph H. Fichter, in his book South Parish, 
giving the average middle class person’s 
beliefs regarding one or more of the essen- 
tial teachings of the Roman Church: 

9% of the Catholics advocate euthana- 
sia (mercy killing) ; 

14% want the Church to relax divorce 

laws; 

24% do not accept damnation in the 

after-life; 

36% deny the existence of a devil; 

46% choose public rather than relig- 

ious schools; 

33% practice birth control. 

If a survey were taken from among the 
intellectual classes, the percentages would 
be far higher. And if they were to come 
from a less prejudiced source they would 
probably be higher also. There is no ques- 
tion but that they are very conservatively 
stated. 

And so we come back to our original 
thesis: 

Where are the 30 million Catholics in 
America? We challenge the Roman Catho- 
lic Church to produce them. 

It can’t be done! 





God and Caesar in the 


American Schools

The material for the 
accompanying article is 
taken from a forthcom- 
ing book by the same 
author and bearing the 
same title. It is an at- 
tempt to analyze from 
the evangelical Protes- 
tant viewpoint the cur- 
rent trends in Roman

4a for the conquest of 
America by education. 

The book reviews the purposes of the 
Church as stated in canon law, in the 
papal encyclicals, and in the decrees and 
declarations of the American Catholic 
Hierarchy.

OMAN CATHOLICISM is out to 

win America. The hierarchy admits 
it—everyone recognizes it. She could 
hardly claim to be the depository of di- 
vine truth if that “truth” were not held 
with a sense of sacred mission. “Catho- 
lics desire the conversion of this country 
to the Catholic faith ; that is a matter of 
course.” 

The techniques she employs are va- 
ried.

Fulton Sheen, she is 
striving to effect conquest by conver-

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Romanism’s conquest by fecundity 
seems to be more conspicuously effec- 
tive. Paul Blanshard states that “al- 
though it is impossible to prove by scien- 
tific statistics, it seems certain that the 
orthodox Catholic blocs in the western 
democracies are outbreeding the non- 
Catholic blocs by a considerable mar- 
gin.””* 

But we are most seriously concerned 
with Catholic designs for the conquest 
of America by education. These designs 
are dangerous not only because they 
threaten the numerical superiority of 
protestants in the United States, but be- 
cause every advance of Roman Catholic 
education represents a further sabotage 
of democratic Americanism. 


It must be admitted by all fair observ- 
ers that the political philosophy of Ro- 
manism is diametrically opposed to the 
American tradition. Rome will work out 
a modus vivendi with democracy but 
she does not like the climate. The Amer- 
ican brand of democracy, with its doc- 
trine of inherent personal rights and in- 
dividual sovereignty, is a “Calvinistic 
foundation” upon which “it is folly to 
attempt raising the edifice of Catholi- 
city.” 

Romanism as taught in the church 
schools deliberately attempts to under- 
mine the ideological principles on which 
this nation is founded. It is flatly op- 
posed to the separation of Church and 
State, as can be seen in the high school 
textbook, Living Our Faith,® on page 
247 :

A more complete exposition of the 
subversive doctrines of Romanist poli- 
tical philosophy as taught in the Catho- 
lic schools of America can be found in 
the Manual of Christian Doctrine pub- 
lished by the institute of the Brothers 
of the Christian Schools. In it the su- 
perior authority of the Roman Church 
over the state is baldly underlined ; civil 
law is declared to be binding to the con- 
science only when it conforms to the 
“divinely authorized” (i.e. canon law) 
doctrines of the Roman Catholic 
Church ; the Pope can at any time annul 
laws or acts of government, as far as 
the Catholic conscience is concerned, 
that oppose his own pontifical declara- 
tions; and both nations and public of- 
ficials are obliged to “practice, protect 
and defend” the Roman Catholic reli- 
gion.” 


These things are being taught to ev- 
ery Roman Catholic student in Ameriea. 
That is why the phenomenal growth of 
the parochial school movement is so dis- 
turbing. In 1840 there were 200 Catho- 
lic elementary schools in America. In 
1952 there were 8,889. Total Catholic

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educational institutions numbered 12,- 
139 in 1952 with from 34 to 4 million 
students.2 Each of these schools is an 
indoctrination center where American 
political principles are undermined and 
loyalty to a foreign pontiff is placed 
above loyalty to the fatherland. 


But the worst of it is that not only 
Catholic children are being subjected to 
Romanist doctrines, dogma and _politi- 
cal philosophy. 

Priests and nuns are teaching in the 
public schools of almost all of the States 
of the Union.® 

Over 1500 cases of violation of the 
laws and of the Constitutional principle 
of Separation of Church and State are 
on record in the files of the Protestants 
and Other Americans United for the 
Separation of Church and State. The 
offender, in almost every case, is the Ro- 
man Catholic Church, which has no 
scruples whatsoever about sabotaging 
the public school system of the land in 
order that the parochial school system 
may benefit thereby. 


Here is a typical example of Roman- 
ist infiltration technique. It is not an ac- 
tual case history, but is illustrative of 
thousands. 


A city hard-pressed to meet the needs 
of its growing school population de- 
cides to raise a bond issue for the con- 
struction of new school buildings. It is 
put to a vote. The Roman church em- 
phatically opposes it. And an organized 
Roman Catholic minority bloc, aided by 
Protestant indifference and political ig- 
norance, carries the day. The bond is- 
sue is defeated. 


This puts the local school board on 
the spot. There is no room for more

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children in the existing school plants, 
So an opportune offer from the parish 
priest is accepted and the local Catholic 
parochial school is rented for a dollar 
a month, its teaching sisters placed on 
the public payroll, and the “School of 
the Visitation” has been incorporated 
into the public school system, just like 
that ! 


Of course the nuns go on teaching. 
The images and religious pictures con- 
tinue in prominent display. The children 
spend school hours at mass and confes- 
sion and receive their religious instruc- 
tion from the parish priest. And the 
“School of the Visitation” continues to 
be listed in the Official Catholic Direc- 
tory each year. But it is supported by 
the tax money of Protestants and Jews, 
and in many cases non-Catholic children 
are forced to attend. 


Circuit Judge Emmett J. Crouse 
found last year (April 21, 1952) that 
during the 1951 to 1952 school year some 
$960,000 of public funds went into the 
coffers of the Roman Catholic parochial 
schools in 18 counties of Missouri in 
flagrant violation of the constitution, 
both of the United States and of the 
state of Missouri, and of the unequivo- 
cal ruling of the Missouri Supreme 
Court on July 25, 1951, when Protes- 
tant plaintiffs in an earlier suit against 
such practices were upheld on every 
count. The Missouri constitution (Ar- 
ticle II, paragraph 7) states: “That no 
money shall ever be taken from the pub- 
lic treasury, directly or indirectly, in aid 
of any church, sect, or denomination of 
religion, or in aid of any priest, preach- 
er, minister or teacher thereof . . .” 

It is difficult to understand how any 
church can call itself “Christian” and 
“American” and still continue over a 
period of years flagrantly to flont the 
clearly established law of the land—not 
just in Missouri, but in most of the oth- 
er states of the Union. 

We have cited one typical case. Mul- 
tiply it by 1,500. Spread them across the 
United States. Turn on them the light 
of Catholic Canon law (which makes 
only Catholic education permissible for 
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Catholics) ;?° of the Papal Encyclicals 
(which also anathematize all neutral or 
mixed, i.e. non-sectarian, schools); of 
the Baltimore Decrees and other episco- 
pal declarations. See them against the 
background of educational authoritar- 
janism in other lands where Rome 
reigns, and under the purple shadow of 
the Roman Catholic hierarchy in Ameri- 


ca. 

What does it all add up to? 

It adds up to the most subtle, sinister 
and vicious attack ever made against 
the American non-sectarian school sys- 
tem, the democratic way of life, and the 
unequalled heritage of freedom that is 
ours. 

It is a battle being waged on many 
fronts—in the realm of constitutional 
law and the Supreme Court of the land; 
in the U. S. Senate and House of Rep- 
resentatives; in the lower legislatures 
and judiciaries of the nation; in the 
school board councils and public plat- 
forms. 

Rome is seeking financial aid from 
public funds; she is throwing a smoke 
screen of “godlessness” over the public 
schools; she looks to government for 
legal patronage; and if existing laws 
forbid her from reaching out her pre- 
datory hand to the public treasury, she 
breaks the laws (if she can get away 
with it) or seeks to have them changed. 
“Constitutional provisions prevent the 
acceptance of such a policy,” she ad- 
mits, “but constitutions can be changed.” 
(Italics ours.) The time seems oppor- 
tune to educate the American public to 
the justice and wisdom of such a pol- 
PP

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It becomes necessary, therefore, in 
the light of these Romanist attacks, to 
ask ourselves two questions: (1) Is 
Separation of Church and State a Chris- 
tian principle? and (2) Is it worth de- 
fending? 

The Church-State is a political aber- 
ration of Roman Catholicism. It grows 
from the doctrine that the pope is su- 
preme in temporal things as well as spir- 
itual. The Church has a divine right, 
she alleges, to control kings and nations. 
In fact, Pope Gregory VII excommuni- 
cated Henry IV of Germany for refus- 
ing to acknowledge the Vatican’s su- 
perior authority in things temporal.?* 
Pope Pius IX excommunicated King 
Victor Emanuel of Sardinia likewise for 
refusing to recognize the pontiff’s su- 
perior temporal authority.** 

One after the other, Popes Gregory 
VII, Paul IV, Gelasius I, Leo XIII, 
Gregory XVI, Pius IX and Pius X all 
reiterated the doctrine of the “two 
swords,” whereby in the Holy Roman 
See by divine investiture rests both spir- 
itual and temporal authority over the 
world. This is the political philosophy 
of Romanism being planted in tender 
American minds through the parochial 
system of education and Catholic infil- 
tration of the public school system. 


On the other side of the picture is 
the State-Church. This is a_ political 
aberration of Protestantism, a _post- 
reformation political pattern which fol- 
lowed in the traditions of a less enlight- 
ened age. Under the State-Church sys- 
tem, the state established a church and 
supports it, all within a national (rather 
than an international Catholic) frame- 
work. This is the situation in most Eu- 
ropean Protestant nations. 


The founding fathers of these United 
States came to colonize the shores of the 
New World in order to escape from the 
oppressions of both of these systems. 
The dissenters from England fled from 
the State-Church. The Hugenots of

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France and colonists from other Roman 
Catholic lands sought to escape from 
the oppressions of the Church-State. 
And in the early days of these colonies 
and of this republic, our American fore- 
bears learned through experience that 
there was only way of avoiding these 
dangers—and that was by establishing 
the principle of absolute separation of 
Church and State. 


For “who does not see that the same 
authority which can establish Christian- 
ity, in exclusion of all other religions,” 
James Madison pointed out, “may estab- 
lish with the same ease any particular 
sect of Christians in exclusion of all 
other sects?” The wisdom of Madison 
and Jefferson and others like themselves 
(some of them Roman Catholic laymen ) 
looked into the future, foresaw the dan- 
gers, and erected in the new Constitu- 
tion of the United States what the Su- 
preme Court later defined (in the Mc- 
Collum case) as “a wall between Church 
and State which must be kept high and 
impregnable.” Good fences, they rea- 
soned, make good neighbors. 


For Protestants, the separation prin- 
ciple is easy to accept. Because most 
Protestants understand the spiritual au- 
thority of Christ not to be vested in a 
single vicar but in each individual Chris- 
tian who has been born anew by the 
Spirit of God—“Know ye not that your 
body is the temple of the Holy Ghost?” 
The authority of the Christian Church 
is thereby derived from the members 
who compose it. There is no priestly 
caste. Each Christian is Christ’s vicar 
on earth. 

The authority of the organized 
Church is therefore derived from its 
membership. And in a democratic so- 
ciety the authority of the organized 
State is also derived from its member- 
ship. 

There is, therefore, in the Protestant 
concept no conflict whatsoever between 
the separate spheres of Church and 
State because their respective authority 
stems from the same source. Church and 
State are concentric circles, whose out- 
reach and expression can be harmon- 
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ized at their source. The common de. 
nominator of Church and State is thus 
the Christian citizen, through whom the 
Church can freely influence the State 
(which is the corporate body of citizens 
organized for government), and through 
whom the State can promote the Church 
(which is the corporate body of Chris- 
tian citizens organized for worship and 
evangelism). In the Protestant-demo- 
cratic scheme of things there is there- 
fore harmony of Church and State even 
where organized State and organized 
Church are sharply separate. 


Romanism works just the opposite 
way. Its authority flows from the top 
down, through the Pope who is consid- 
ered to be the only vicar of Christ on 
earth. Its authority rests not in the 
Catholic community but in the Catholic 
hierarchy. If there is to be harmony of 
church and state in the Catholic system, 
therefore, it must be achieved on the or- 
ganizational level. In fact, Catholicism 
is the hierarchy. So harmony of Church 
and State must mean harmony of bish- 
ops and government. The lay people are 
outside the picture. 


And how is this harmony of bishops 
and government to be achieved? Unfor- 
tunately for the peace and well being of 
the world, all the “infallible” popes have 
already gone on record on this matter, 
as we have already seen. The harmony 
is to be realized by submission of the 
state to the authority of the hierarchy, 
headed up by the Pope. Thus, in the 
Catholic economy, the State exists with 
the permission of the Church whose au- 
thority is superior to it. 


Since the days of Gregory VII, Rome 
always has, does and always will teach 
that the separation of Church and State 
is a damnable doctrine of political lib- 
eralism. She must oppose this principle 
or lose the grounds for her political con- 
trol over the self-deceived Catholic pop- 
ulations of the world. It is part of her 
Dr. Jekyl and Mr. Hyde act to deliber- 
ately confuse the functions and prerog- 
atives of God and of Caesar. The Pope 
rules a sovereign state, but he must not 
be called a mere earthly monarch. He 
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heads a church but demands temporal 
subservience. His nuncios expect all the 
recognition accorded an international 
diplomat ; but when they are accused of 
being in the diplomatic service of a for- 
eign power, they suddenly become noth- 
ing but ecclesiastical envoys with spir- 
itual duties. 

The Pope requires the allegiance of 
earthly governments and expects the 
United States to send him an ambassa- 
dor, and then maintains that the Ameri- 
can cardinals who serve him in his sen- 
ate are performing purely religious 
functions, and that their oaths of papal 
allegiance do not constitute treason 
against the United States government. 


It is just this chameleon character of 
Romanism — this deliberate smoke- 
screen of doubletalk — this purposeful 
confusion of Church and State — that 
makes Americans impatient with the 
Hierarchy in this country, with their 
naive claims that they seek only “auxil- 
iary services” in education, with their 
tongue-in- -cheek adherence to the “sep- 
aration principle” and the fundamental 
tenets of democracy and the American 
way of life. The Catholic people. as a 
tule, are ignorant of their church’s po- 
litical philosophy—and it is in the best 
interests of Rome that they remain so— 
but there can be no excuse for this epis- 
copal subterfuge. 


Romanism is not just a religion. It is 
a political entity with its seat in the 
Vatican. If it were merely an American 
church, like Methodism or Presbyterian- 
ism, no one would fear its encroach- 
ment on the school system and _ the 
words of the bishops might be taken at 
face value. But it is more than a church 
—it is a political system, and as such is 
as unnecessary in the United States as 
a fifth wheel—or a fifth column!, Ro- 
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manism is a subversive force in Amer- 
ica, committed to bring the laws of the 
United States into conformity with 
Catholic Canon law. 


Leo XIII, in his encyclical “Immor- 
tale Dei,” sets down the pattern to be 
followed by all civil society, including 
America. And he teaches that “first and 
foremost it is the duty of all Catholics 
worthy of the name and wishful to be 
known as most loving children of the 
Church . . . to endeavor to bring back 
all civil society to the pattern and form 
of Christianity which we have described” 
(i.e. union of Church and State as prac- 
ticed in the middle ages) .** 


That is why Romanist encroachments 
must be fended off by national loyalty 
to the separation principle so ably de- 
fined and upheld in recent rulings of the 
U. S. Supreme Court. 

Is the principle worth defending? 


One might as well ask, is life worth 
living? The separation principle is 
America’s great contribution to political 
history. It is the unique and distinctive 
characteristic of United States democ- 
racy. It is the major reason why this 
country stands in its present position of 
world leadership. It has cradled free 
thought and has nurtured religion. It 
has offered to Christianity a friendly 
atmosphere and an opportunity for ex- 
pansion unparalleled in the annals of 
the world. 

In fact, it is a principle fundamental 
to Christianity itself—enunciated first 
by our Lord Jesus Christ : “Render unto 
Caesar the things that are Caesar’s, and 
unto God the things that are God’s.” 
And it must be defended by liberty- 
loving Americans at all costs.

those open doors, many sincere priests have for 

the first time met Christ and have found in Him 

the solution for the doubts and tensions—moral 

as well as doctrinal—that were generated in their 
souls by the Church of Rome. 


On these pages appear the photographs and 
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testimonies of some of the men Christ’s 
Mission has helped to orientate in the 
Christian faith and life. 


Angelo LoVallo was ordained to the 
Roman Catholic priesthood on May 19, 
1940, and for eight years served in the 
Diocese of Scranton, Pennsylvania. His 
persistent doubts regarding many of the 
essential doctrines of Catholicism would 
not be dispelled, however, and his study 
of the Bible finally brought him to seek 
release from the Church. 


“TJ could not stay in the Church and 
be a hypocrite,” he said, “but I had no- 
where to go if I left. At this point, God 
took a hand in my affairs. I received a 
complimentary copy of the CoNnvERTED 
CatHoLic Magazine from Christ’s Mis- 
sion. I read it, and a few months later 
visited Christ’s Mission office.” 

LoVallo tendered his resignation to 
the Bishop of Scranton in January, 
1949, “Since leaving the Church and be- 
ing associated as a worker with Christ’s 
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Mission,” he adds, “I have continually 
experienced the ‘peace that passeth all 
understanding.’ I have the blessed as- 
surance that my salvation is secure in 
the Lord Jesus Christ and in Him alone, 
because I have trusted Him as my per- 
sonal Saviour.” 


Another member of the Mission staff 
is Francis J. Kieda, currently studying 
in an evangelical seminary in prepara- 
tion for the Protestant ministry, through 
the support of Christ’s Mission. An out- 
standing priest of the Congregation of 
the Resurrection, Dr. Kieda graduated 
from the Gregorian University in Rome 
and received there his doctorate in Can- 
on Law. He then returned to the United 
States and began a teaching career in the 
Resurrection Scholasticate Seminary in 
Maryland. 


It was during a later visit to Rome 
that his eyes were opened. “I grew sick 
of the uncouth Vatican-inspired pagan- 
ism and superstition in Italy,” he says. 
“A few months later, while reading the 
New Testament, I realized that I was a 
sinner and must fully accept Christ as 
Redeemer. I accepted Him and at that 
moment became convinced that the Pope 
and the Church could not grant redemp- 
tion. After returning to the United 
States, I contacted Christ’s Mission. 

They offered me all the as- 
sistance I needed.” 


Also studying for the 
Protestant ministry is Al- 
fredo Florez, of Peru, 
South America. His story 
really begins with the Bible 
his mother bought for him 
when he was a boy because 
he was so fond of reading. 
But let him tell about more 
recent developments : 

“On July Ist, 1951, I 
said my last mass as a Ro- 
man Catholic priest at St. 
Anne’s Church of Brentwood, Long 
Island. I told my congregation that sal- 
vation is not through the Church or 
through the mass, but through the blood 
of Christ alone. Then I walked out of 
the church and left Catholicism behind 
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me forever. It sounds easy ... but my 
decision to leave the priesthood was pre- 
ceded by months and years of spiritual 
and mental agony. No one but a former 
priest can fully understand what it 
means to a Roman Catholic priest to 
sever all his ties with the Church. 

“In May, 1951, a stranger, sensing 
my spiritual unrest, gave me a copy of 
the CoNverRTED CATHOLIC Magazine. 
Not long afterwards, I came in contact 
with Christ’s Mission and told them of 
my doubts and disillusionment. Soon af- 
terwards, I realized that I was personal- 
ly justified by faith and born again. 
Since that day, what a joy has been 
mine! With the financial help of Christ’s 
Mission I am now studying in an evan- 
gelical school for the Protestant min- 
istry.” 

._Two other Spanish-speaking ex- 
priests associated with Christ’s Mission 
are Dr. Andrés M. Mateo -— distin- 
guished Jesuit-educated author, profes- 
sor and intellectual from Spain — and 
Dr. Samuel Ruiz, whose testimony ap- 
pears elsewhere in this magazine under 
the title, “The ‘Old Man’ Stayed Be- 
hind.” Dr. Mateo told the story of his 
spiritual odyssey in the February issue 
of the Convertep CatuHotic, “From 
My Sycamore Tree.” 

CoNVERTED CATHOLIC readers will 
also remember the testimony of former 
Roman Catholic priest Luciano Negrini, 
which appeared in the April number of 
the magazine. In “Back to the Gospel,” 
Negrini tells of his 17 years of spiritual 
peregrination within the Church of 
Rome and of his final release from its 
bondage. “I was with you long before 
you knew it,” he writes, “or before I 
did, for that matter.” As a theological 
student, as a missionary to China, as 
chaplain in a concentration camp dur- 
ing World War II, Negrini was con- 
stantly struggling to experience in his 
own life and ministry the full power of 
the pure gospel. Unable to live in his 
native Italy, he is now representing 
Christ’s Mission in Mexico, preaching 
the message of salvation. 

A more recent addition to the Christ’s 
Mission family is former priest Henry 
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Groening of Cincinnati. Now studying 
at an evangelical Bible Institute, he 
writes : 

“I am a former priest, ordained in 
1937. I have been the victim of the so- 
called theological niceties and subtleties 
of Roman Catholicism, a system whose 
sense means nonsense. The words of 
our Lord and Saviour to Nicodemus as 
recorded in Holy Scripture, ‘Unless a 
man be born again,’ have meaning and 
depth to me today. “Whosoever beliey- 
eth in Him shall have eternal life.’ A 
change of life, a repentance of sin, must 
be contained in our belief in Jesus 
Christ as our personal Saviour. 

“I now have that realization of the 
absolute completeness of our Saviour’s 
redemptive sacrifice on the cross by the 
shedding of His blood once and for all 
for us. It is the way of salvation ...] 
have much to testify to... My heart is 
joyful.” 

Dr. Carl Marzena, the newest member 
of the staff, who was ordained a Bishop 
in 1924, states, “When I was a Roman 
Catholic chaplain in World War I, I was 
trapped without prayer book or help, 
My heart reached out to know Christ in 
reality. After this experience I tried to 
find satisfaction in serving a Saviour 
Whom as yet I did not know.

priestly ministry had been especially 
concentrated in the area of social serv- 
ice where I could best put to use the 
knowledge acquired in special studies. 

I had exhausted every recourse of 
asceticism in a tremendous effort to as- 
sure my eternal salvation by good 
works. I had given up a respected pro- 
fessorship in order to serve my God in 
an obscure mountain village, there to 
confront the most serious problem of 
my country — namely, the organized 
bands of antagonistic political guerril- 
leros who hated and killed each other. I 
had thought that in such a place I might 
most effectively serve both my God and 
my country, although I knew my min- 
istry would go unrecognized and unap- 
preciated. 


Far from the cloistered halls of the 
seminary I had found that daily exper- 
ience had much to teach me. I had been 
humbled before God as I viewed my 
own miserable human frailty. I had 
thought at first that my case was unique. 
But when I looked deeper I had learned 
that with a few exceptions all of my 
sacerdotal colleagues were victims of 
the same tension between the spiritual 
and the carnal—some of them with con- 
sequences far more serious and painful 
than my own—although they might out- 
wardly deny it and pretend to be God’s 
purest angels. I had resolved therefore 
to quiet the anguish of my soul, close 
my eyes, and repeat mechanically to my- 
self the counsel of my spiritual director, 
who said that there was no remedy for 
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my struggle—it must continue all my 
life, and I could only hope that at the 
time of death I might find salvation by 
the grace of God and through the sac- 
raments of the Church. This same ad- 
vice I had to pass on day after day to 
the faithful Catholics of my flock. 


But towards the end of that year of 
1950, a new restlessness began progres- 
sively to overpower my spirit. I could 
not help but think about the terrible 
crimes that occurred every day before 
my eyes and about the moral decompo- 
sition of my Catholic country—a situa- 
tion which stood out in marked and 
painful contrast with the elaborate man- 
ifestations of religious faith en masse 
and with the general religious practices 
of external and traditional observance. 
As a consequence, a disturbing thought 
began repeatedly to assert itself: What 
a beautiful religion is our Roman Cath- 
olicism, I mused, with all its organiza- 
tion and hierarchy and the splendour of 
its liturgy! But it is a religion whose 
machinery of sanctification does not 
operate—a religion that does not trans- 
form the soul! Does it really have any 
right, therefore, to its claim of being 
the only true religion? 


Furthermore, my conscience began to 
hear with more and more insistence the 
words of Jesus: “In this shall all men 
know that ye are my disciples if ye love 
one another” (John 13:35). But what 
ifi—as I had already begun to see and 
continued seeing during the following 
years—they have hate one for the other 

. ? Hate, even for those who have 
gone on in death? If so, what then? 

At the end of 1951 I came for the 
second time to the United States. I was 
profoundly disillusioned, and already 
strong doubts about the Scriptural basis 
of certain dogmas had gripped my soul. 
One day, walking down the streets of 
New York, I met a sidewalk missionary 
who was a real servant of God, and we 
became friends. So as not to offend him, 
when he insisted, I went with him to 
the office of Dr. Walter Montafio, whom 
my new friend described as an ex-monk 
of the Order of St. Dominick. 
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I approached Montaiio’s office with a 
certain curiosity, I admit, but also with 
an inner repugnance of spirit with which 
[had been taught to regard any apostate 
monk. That is what Montafio was, as 
far as | was concerned. When, after 
hours of transcendental conversation 
about the things of the spirit, I left his 
office, however, my opinion had changed. 
That man was neither a lunatic nor a 
degenerate. He was a man of solid in- 
tellectual stature, saturated with the 
transforming power of the gospel. His 
experiences had been my own. Twenty- 
five years had passed since the young 
Dominican monk had escaped dramati- 
cally from within his monastery walls 
in Cuzco, but he had suffered no re- 
morse. On the contrary, he was rejoic- 
ing and fully consecrated to the evan- 
gelical apostolate. That unusual inter- 
view impressed me profoundly; but I 
did not yet decide to follow his ex- 
ample. Despite the disillusionments, my 
soul was still tightly chained to the 
Church of Rome with links that ap- 
peared indestructible. My conversion 
was not sudden like that of Paul on the 
road to Damascus. The Lord led me 
slowly, step by step: still new disillu- 
sionments were ahead. 

A few of my Colombian friends in 
New York were apparently much dis- 
turbed at the direction of my thinking. 
And their well-intentioned acts sudden- 
lycaught me up in a swirl of melodrama 
and deposited me—literally—back on Co- 
lombian soil in March of 1952. Return- 
ing to Colombia was far from my 
thoughts. I wanted to ponder and study 
the things I had been discussing with 
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Dr. Montafio. But an urgent phone call 
at my hotel from a Colombian friend 
informed me one night that my sister (a 
nun in Medellin) had arrived sick in 
Miami and needed me at once. I was 
told that the consul had been looking all 
over for me and that I must rush to the 
airport where my ticket would be wait- 
ing. I packed in a frenzy, reached the 
airport barely in time, gratefully took 
the ticket from the hand of my Colom- 
bian friend, and rushed aboard the wait- 
ing Avianca plane which was bound, as 
I thought, for Miami. When we landed 
I discovered, to my astonishment, that 
we were in the airport of Barranquilla, 
Colombia. My sister was still well and 
happy in Medellin, completely ignorant 
of the plot in which she had figured! 


Nevertheless, I took this unexpected 
and novelesque flight home as a mani- 
festation of God’s will for my life, and 
{ returned to my priestly work with all 
my heart and with the best of intentions, 
rejecting as voices from hell the an- 
guished clamors of my spirit. I asked 
the prelate to give me some position with 
a@ minimum of ministerial responsibility 
in order that I might dedicate the entire 
year to an intense and private study and 
review of the Sacred Scriptures and of 
theology. I was named, therefore, as 
chaplain to a small hospital in Frontino. 


There, in the western part of the De- 
partment of Antioquia, the savage 
crimes of which I was an unwilling wit- 
ness, the general behaviour of the Cath- 
olic people, and the private studies that 
I had undertaken, all contributed to 
heighten once again the spiritual crisis 
in my life. 

Within the historic walls of the dio- 
cesan Seminary of the Holy Faith of 
Antioquia the struggle reached its de- 
cisive phase. I had been summoned 
there (to Medellin) by the Bishop for 
a series of spiritual exercises consisting 
of eight complete days of absolute si- 
lence, meditation and prayer. With the 
utmost of sincerity I again at that time 
said to my God that even though it 
should demand the greatest of sacrifices, 
I wanted to serve Him for the rest of 
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my days in His church, and accordingly 
I drew up some beautiful plans for my 
future ministry. I struggled to oblige 
my human nature to follow my spiritual 
inclinations ; but my will refused to obey 
me—that absolute confidence which in 
my earlier years I had placed in the 
Church of Rome had disappeared, and 
before my spirit there rose continually 
the vision of newer and wider horizons, 
illuminated with all the brilliance of the 
light of the gospel in action. 

I could continue to work no longer, 
torn as I was by conflicting concepts and 
desires. 

Finally, in the hours between Good 
Friday and Easter Sunday, 1953, having 
returned in the meantime to New York, 
I experienced a strange phenomenon, in- 
dependent of my own will, operating in 
my soul. Across the pages of the Holy 
Scriptures there began to unfold before 
me with a clarity I had never before 
known, the plan of salvation in Christ— 
a plan which differed in certain essential 
characteristics from the teachings I had 
received in the Roman Church. Christ 
perfected .our salvation only with the 
price of His blood—if salvation were 
dependent upon our own works, then in 
vain had Christ died (Galatians 2 :16-21). 
Eternal life is not obtained because a

When she poses for pictures like this 
one, she should remember that the eyes 
of her compatriots are upon her, watch- 
ing to see if she can stay on the tight- 
rope which her religious convictions 
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sinner in the last moments of his life 
calls a priest, and in fear of hell-fire 
seeks absolution. Eternal life comes by 
faith! (John 3:16). But of course it 
must be a faith that is more than a mere 
intellectual assent—it must be a person- 
al acceptance of God’s gift of salvation 
sealed by a total surrender of oneself 
into the hands of the Lord. 


I felt a new light break over my spirit, 
and as I read and understood more and 
more of certain parallel passages in the 
New Testament, I began to see my Ro 
manism crumble away, leaving before 
me nothing but the solid foundation of 
the gospel. Enthralled by these mar. 
velous spiritual discoveries, I passed 
hours in the study of God’s Word and 
they seemed like mere seconds. 


When, after a long time, I closed my 
Bible and rose up enveloped in the con- 
solation of the Lord, I was aware that 
something transcendental had taken 
place in me. It was the spiritual rebirth 
which formerly I had been unable to un- 
derstand (John 3:5, 6). By the mar- 
velous work of the Holy Spirit I fet 
possessed of a new nature and a new 
life. From that moment, everything was 
changed in me... 

The conflict was over! The “old man” 
stayed behind... !

that Catholic journalists are 
taught to disregard the credibil- 
ity (or lack thereof) of the 
source, just so long as the ma- 
terial conforms to their anti-

Our Sunday Visitor (May 10, 
1953) and other Catholic perio- 
dicals gleefully quoted from a 
succession of lies, half-truths 
and misleading statements by ir- 
responsible parties which had ap- 
peared together as an “article” 
in Expose, leading lampooner 
among the more disreputable 
rags of American yellow jour- 
nalism. Of course the Catholic 
editors didn’t bother to check— 
they would rather remain igno- 
rant of the facts and thus feel 
free to believe the smears. Our 
Sunday Visitor, in fact, denied 
the reliability of Expose by char- 
acterizing as a “false and ridicu- 
lous statement” its allegation 
that “every year, throughout the 
world, hundreds of priests leave 
the Roman Catholic Church.”

Expose’s primary source was 
an unbalanced priest who had 
been in serious difficulties with 
the Roman Catholic Church be- 
fore dismissal and who has nev- 
er been associated in any way 
with Christ’s Mission. He had 
once or twice appealed for ma- 
terial help, however, and had 
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even intimated that if such help 
were not given, he would work 
against Christ’s Mission and the 
CoNVERTED CATHOLIC Magazine. 

We have no desire to dignify 
the Expose article with a detailed 
answer. For the record, however, 
we should like to point out one 
or two of the more blatant false- 
hoods. 

It makes the statement that 
“there is only one ex-priest con- 
nected with Christ’s Mission.” 
The error of this assertion could 
have been checked at any time 
merely by glancing at the mast- 
head of this magazine where 
some of the names appear. There 
are at present at least nine, all 
receiving monthly support from 
Christ’s Mission. 

It states that Dr. Walter Mon- 
tafio, executive director of 
Christ’s Mission, is not an ex- 
priest or ex-monk.

N AN EDITORIAL smoke- 

screen entitled “They Love to 
Misquote,” the June, 1953, issue of the 
Catholic World (published by the Paul- 
ist Fathers) took to task the CoNVERTED 
CatTuHotic Magazine and “a certain Dr. 
Walter Montano” for allegedly quoting 
out of its context a statement from the 
Catholic World which showed the Paul- 
ists to be out of sympathy with democ- 
racy.

As the local 
fuehrer stepped up to the table at the 
front of the room, he raised his arm 
in a fascist salute and called out, “Pro 
patria et Christo!” 

“Pro patria et Christo!” the men 
answered his salute, rising to their 
feet. “Members of the Christian 
Front .. .” the speaker called out. 

This was the original unit of the 
Christian Front... 

Meetings like this were common 
during 1939. Later, as they were oust- 
ed from St. Paul’s Church, Manhat- 
tan units met at Donovan’s Hall on 
59th Street—just off Columbus Cir- 
cle. These meetings were the out- 
growth of a plan spawned by the 
priest of a once obscure parish in 
Royal Oak, Michigan, whose nation- 
wide publicity campaign had gathered 
about him a flock estimated at several 
million, in the fold of which were 
blind fanatical followers whose every 
belief and action was molded by the 
hand of the Royal Oak cleric. 

From among the more fanatical 
Coughlinites sprang the Christian 
Front. This facet of the American 
fascist movement known as Cough- 
lin’s “Christian Crusade,” had as its 
ultimate aim the establishment of a 
so-called “Christian” government 
modeled upon the corporate-clerical 
state of Franco. The tactics used by 
the Christian Front were identical 
with those of Hitler, even to the or- 
ganized gangs of strong-arm men. 

When the low rumble of drums be- 
gan to sound from the Shrine of the 
Little Flower, the Christian Front 
throughout the country fell in step. 
Jack Cassidy became most widely 
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known because of the publicity he re- 

ceived as fuehrer of the “Sports 

Club,” an ultra-revolutionary gun 

club founded within the framework 

of the Christian Front. 

It is a matter of record that the 
first unit of the Front held meetings 
at the Rectory of the Paulist Fathers, 
and that application blanks were 
printed by the Paulist Press. Mail 
was received at P.O. Box 69, Station 
G, registered in the name of the Paul- 
ist Fathers. 

The anti-democratic character of 
Catholicism has been well established, 
and the anti-democratic roots of the 
Paulist fathers go back to the beginnings 
of the movement. Here is a quotation 
from the Catholic World for April, 
1870, which underscores sharply the 
Paulists’ antagonism to (1) the God- 
given equality of men, (2) democratic 
form of government, (3) the institu- 


tions of democracy, and in particular 
(4). the public school system of Amer- 
ica: 

“We do not indeed prize as highly 


as some of our countrymen seem to 
do the simple ability to read, write 
and cipher. The best ordered and ad- 
ministered state is that in which the 
few are well educated and led, and 
the many are trained to obedience, 
are willing to be directed, content to 
follow, and do not aspire to be lead- 
ers. We believe the peasantry in old 

Catholic countries two centuries ago 

were better educated, although for 

the most part unable to read and 
write, than are the great body of the 

American people today.” 

As we consider the anti-democratic 
ideology of Catholicism, the question in- 
evitably arises: Can a Roman Catholic 
be a loyal citizen of the United States? 
In all fairness to American Catholics it 
must be recognized that at least 90 per-

distribution of the world’s 
: , ating religious works! Na- 
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cent of the laity have been kept in ignor- 
ance as to their church’s true ideology. 
It is to be expected, therefore, that their 
patriotic instincts would have greater 
proportionate weight. And it must also 
be recognized that the U. S. government 
would at all times strive not to allow any 
situation to develop which might place 
Catholics in the position of having to 
choose between two loyalties. The pa- 
triotism of innumerable American Cath- 
olics is beyond question. 

Nevertheless, little by little, through 
the system of parochial school isolation 
and education, there is being built up in 
America a bloc of Catholic action that 
could very easily bring the issues to a 
head. Suppose, then, that Catholics were 
called upon at some time to assert a 
prior allegiance either to Church or to 
State. What would be the result ? 

Such a situation actually developed in 
England during the last century. Pos- 
sibly, therefore, the following quota- 
tions will throw some light on the poten- 
tial problems of America. The British 
Roman Catholic publication, the Tablet, 
of July 26, 1851, stated: 

“Both (the Parliament’s bill and 
the Pope’s bull) cannot be obeyed, 
and both cannot be disobeyed. One of 
them (the Pope’s bull) is the law of 
God ; the other is no law at all. It pre- 
tends to be an act of Parliament; but 
in the ethics of legislation it has no 
more force or value than a solemn 
enactment that the moon is made of 
green cheese. It is not a law, but a 
lie.” 

Another Catholic organ (the Catholic 
Vindicator) said at the same time: 

“Rather than that our loyalty to 
the holy apostolic see should be in 
the least degree tarnished, let ten 
thousand kings and queens (and 
Queen Victoria included) perish (as 
such,—i.e. let them be deposed from 
their thrones, and become mere indi- 
viduals, as we have lately seen in the 
case of a Catholic sovereign). We 
should not of course have spoken so 
strongly as this under ordinary cir- 
cumstances. But when the Pope and 
the Queen are placed in, antagonism 
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to each other, as has been done lately, 

and it is intimated that her Maj 

will not accept a “divided allegiance’ 
we are compelled to say plainly which 

allegiance we consider the most im. 

portant; and we would not hesitate to 

tell the Queen to her face, that she 
must be content with this ‘divided al. 
legiance’ or none at all (so far as 

Catholics are concerned); for it js 

perfectly certain that (come what 

may, even the rack and the torture— 
the instruments used by her Majes- 
ty’s predecessors in their conflict with 

‘Popery’) we shall never do cther- 

wise than strictly obey the Sovereign 

Pontiff, whoever may presume to 

forbid it, and, in their puny insigni- 

ficance, pronounce the acts of the Vi- 

car of Christ ‘null and void.’ ” 

J. A. Wylie, in his treatise, Rome and 
Civil Liberty, (Andrew Elliot, Edin- 
burgh, 1866, p. 262) summarizes quite 
accurately the fears and preoccupations 
which distress us as we note the dupli- 
city of the Paulist Fathers and the gen- 
eral growth of the Romanist political 
ideology in America: 

“Place the Church of Rome at the 
top or at the bottom of society, in 
either position she is alike dangerous 
to the peace of kingdoms. Is she low? 
—she becomes a base sycophant, a 
hypocritical pretender to opinions she 
abhors, and a vile panderer to the 
worst passions of the mob. Does she 
possess restricted political rights?— 
she is a restless intriguer, ever using 
her liberty to undermine liberty. Does 
she stand at the summit of society ?— 
she is a merciless tyrant.” 

Our concern is not alone with the 
errors of Catholic theology. It is broad- 
er. We are alarmed at the increasing 
power of Rome’s temporal tentacles. 

Dante warned us long ago: 

The Church of Rome, 

Mixing two governments that ill as- 

sort, 

Hath missed her footing, fallen into 

the mire, 

And there herself the burden much 

defiled.

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Roots of Confusion 
Plague Latin America

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EXICO’S CELEBRATION 

last May of the 200th anni- 
versary of the birth of the nation’s 
greatest patriot and father of its inde- 
pendence—Miguel Hidalgo y Costilla— 
served to remind the world once again 
of the tragic confusion of morals and 
patriotism, of religion and politics, in 
which Latin American democracy was 
spawned. 


This tragedy of history was caught 
on canvas in a commemorative mural by 
left-wing painter David Alfaro Siquei- 
ros (who was openly disappointed, in- 
cidentally, because his masterpiece failed 
to touch off an ideological riot)! The 
painting depicts a clerically-garbed Hi- 
dalgo, calmly facing a Spanish firing 
squad, one bullet-riddled hand still 
clasped to his breast, in the moment be- 
fore a final volley cuts him down. His 
accuser, standing by in pious compla- 
cency, is a mitred Catholic archbishop, 
holding a cross-topped standard on 
which is engraved : 

“Excommunication and death pen- 
alty for Miguel Hidalgo for profess- 
ing and spreading exotic ideas. As a 
partisan of the democratic French 
Revolution, by means of social dis- 
solution, he tries to make Mexico in- 
dependent of the Spanish Colonial 
Empire: In consequence, (he is con- 
demned) for being a traitor to his 
country.” 


Hidalgo was a Roman Catholic priest. 
But he drew a sense of higher vocation 
from his association with Mexico’s 
downtrodden laborers. He loved the 
poor, and devoted his life to the battle 
for freedom. He was a much better pa- 
triot than priest. He was a great idealist 
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and a courageous warrior. But his per- 
sonal moral confusion is witnessed by 
the fact that as a cleric he lived in con- 
cubinage with at least three different 
women, and fathered at least five chil- 
dren. Yet he died a Catholic priest, ac- 
cused of anti-Catholic Lutheranism and 
Protestantism, comforted by the Catho- 
lic sacraments, and riddled by the 
church-blest bullets of the Catholic In- 
quisition! And, on top of all that, the 
Catholic Church today tries to exploit 
his memory! 


The personal history of Latin Ameri- 
ca’s Hidalgos and Bolivars, as well as 
the dictator-ridden national history of 
the new republics, and the entire social- 
political structure of the continent to- 
day, bear the unmistakable imprint of a 
Spanish-Catholic legacy and the inherit- 
ed vices of the Romanist-colonial social 
pattern. Each of the following plagues, 
symbolized in the person of Hidalgo on 
Siqueiros’ canvas, and still all too pre- 
valent in modern Latin America, can be 
laid directly at the door of the Roman 
Catholic Church: 


(1) Confusion of personal morals. 
Concubinage (“barragania”) was rec- 
ognized by law in Mexico, and in most 
places the illegitimate offspring of the 
clergy were given every legal protection. 
Chastity was rare, if not nonexistent, 
and Hidalgo’s vice is still the common 
order of the day. North Americans can 
never be grateful enough for their God- 
given heritage of personal ethics passed 
on by the Puritans, Quakers and Dis- 
senters who first peopled our shores. 
Latin Americans have inherited no such 
legacy of personal morality. 


(2) Confusion of property rights and 
economic exploitation. Latin America 
today is dissected into classes and social 
strata by the economic feudalism which 
for centuries has gone unchallenged, 
and has even been actively fostered, by 
the Roman Catholic Church. The “pe- 
on,” the “cholo,” the laborer—those for 
whom Hidalgo sought liberty and equal- 
ity—they are still the forgotten men of 
Latin America, and today they provide 
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fallow ground for the sowing of dis- 
content by Communist agitators. 


(3) Confusion of soap-box and pul- 
pit. Hidalgo y Costilla was a priest pri- 
marily because in his day only the priest- 
hood offered opportunity for effectively 
wielding political influence. Unfortun- 
ately for Latin America, priests have 
been wielding political influence ever 
since. Hidalgo’s distinguishing charac- 
teristic was not that he used his pulpit 
as a political soap-box, but that he 
fought on the side of liberty and inde- 
pendence. Most of the clergy—as seen 
by the death sentence under which he 
met his demise—was adamantly lined 
up with the status quo and was singular- 
ly indifferent to the circumstances and 
aspirations of the common man. Priest 
and hierarchy opposed the liberators at 
every turn, and they are still the implac-

the continent and to stunt its progress, 

Only when the Gospel of Jesus Christ, 
preached in its pristine power, has 
purged this quadruple legacy from the 
life of Latin America, may we expect 
moral progress and political stability in 
our neighbors to the South. Meanwhile, 
Miguel Hidalgo y Costilla—priest, pa- 
triot, martyr—stands as a symbol of all 
that is good and bad in Hispano-Ameri- 
canism.

BORING FROM WITHIN 


Joseph B. Cavallaro, Brooklyn lawyer and 
prominent Catholic layman, was recently elected 
(after a bitter fight and a 9-11 vote) to be chair- 
man of the New York City Board of Higher 
Education, the body which controls the city’s 
public educational institutions of post-High 
School level. The election was especially signi- 
ficant as it represented a typical Roman Catholic 
technique for undermining the state public school 
system from within. Catholicism is officially op- 
posed to “neutral” or public schools. 

A trustee of St. Athanasius Roman Catholic 
Church in Brooklyn, Cavallaro expressed regret 
to reporters that he did not himself get to attend 
parochial schools, because he believes in relig- 
ious education. All of his school-age children 
have attended Catholic rather than public schools. 

Cavallaro is also a former president of the 
Nocturnal Adoration Society, former president 
of the Holy Name Society, trustee of the Par- 
ticular Council of Brooklyn, Society of St. Vin- 
cent de Paul, treasurer of the St. Vincent de Paul 
Society of St. Athanasius, promoter of the Cath- 
olic Lawyers’ Retreat in Mount Manress, trus- 
tee of the Industrial Home for the Blind, judge 
of the Catholic Debating League of the Diocese 
of Brooklyn and member of the Brooklyn Man- 
agement Club. 


FORMER PRIEST 
NOW EVANGELIST 


Ministering to Mexican agricultural workers 
who are in the country on a six-months visa, for- 
mer Roman Catholic Priest William E. Burke 
has been preaching the gospel recently in Mis- 
souri, where at one meeting twenty-two out of 
the twenty-eight Mexican men in attendance 
were converted and have been subsequently bap- 
tized in the local Baptist Church. 


200 EXCOMMUNICATED 
IN MEXICAN STONING 


Archbishop Octaviano Marquez of Puebla ex- 
communicated in June some 200 Roman Catho- 
lics of the town of Tlaxcala who objected, by 
stoning the local priest's house, to his sending a 
statue of their particular saint (the Virgin of 
Ocotlan) to another’town for a religious cele- 
bration. No one was injured and no damage was 
done to the house. 
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Nevertheless, the excommunication applies to 
“their children and their children’s children.” 

Killing heretics by stoning is canonically per- 
mitted. Tossing stones at a priest’s home is not. 


NUN DEPLORES 
IMAGE SALE ‘RACKET’ 


The sale of religious pictures and statues has 
become a “racket,” according to Sister Mary 
Jeanne, editor of the Catholic Art Quarterly. 

In an address on “Art in Christian Education” 
she condemned holy cards, pictures and statues 
that show “God the Father pictured as an old 
man, streamlined Hollywood madonnas, senti- 
mental saints, baby-doll angels . . . We expose 
these incongruities to the non-Catholic world, 
which we should be taking every means to con- 
vert,” she said. 

Sister Jeanne claimed that the corruption of 
Catholic art has been both aesthetic (at the 
hands of the ‘“‘men we would call artists’) and 
commercial, as a result of the industrial revolu- 
tion. “One thing that can be produced cheaply 
and sold easily is the so-called religious ware for 
the pious, for the uncritical and devout believer. 
It is still a good racket today.” (New York 
Times, April 11, 1953). 


$150 UP IN SMOKE 


In a single Roman Catholic feast day—the 
Day of the Holy Cross—the economically sub- 
standard workmen of Mexico City are encour- 
aged to burn up more than 150 thousand pesos 
in rockets, firecrackers and pyrotecnics, accord-
